IMPERIAL CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES 
LORD McGOWAN’S REVIEW 


The Eleventh Annual General Meeting of Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Limited, was held on 21 April, at Queen’s Hall, 
London, W. . 

Lord McGowan, K.B.E., D.C.L., LL.D. (Chairman of the 
Company), in the course of his speech, said : For seven years 
now as managing director I have borne the main responsibility 
for the many decisions necessary in the administration of this 
great business. I have now freed myself from the task of 
taking every-day decisions on current business. That responsi- 
bility has been handed to seven of our colleagues, the executive 
directors now entrusted with the several sections of administra- 
tion, namely, commercial, financial, oversea personnel, research, 
technical, and the groups central committee. 

With the exception of the groups central committee, each 
director has associated with him three of his colleagues. By 
this means we have formed links of responsibility and co- 
ordination on larger issues. This change is not so great as it 
may appear, for these gentlemen have now for a number of 
years shared in all important decisions through their co-opera- 
tion with the president and myself in the general purposes 
committee, the functions of which I described in April, 1932. 
That committee has been reconstituted as a management board, 
over which I preside. 

On that board, Lord Ashfield, Lord Weir and Colonel Pollitt 
will serve. Standing apart from the day-to-day administration, 
they will help us on general policy more intimately than is 
possible at the full board, while constituting a valuable link 
with the other non-executive directors. 

The functions of the operating groups and the powers of the 
delegate boards which control their activities were also described 
in 1932 and remain unchanged. 


EXCELLENT YEAR AT HOME 


Conditions in this country were good throughout the year, and 
the company, with its interests closely linked with the general 
level of trade activity, had an excellent year. Practically all 
plants were running at capacity, and our only anxiety was 
whether peak demands would overstrain our ability to supply. 
The Government’s defence programme has affected the demand 
for our products, but we cannot define its measure; most of it 
is indirect. Only a very small percentage of our activities is 
concerned with armament orders. 

Every operating group continues to devote attention to re- 
search and development. ‘The discovery of ‘‘ Velan”’ by the 
dyestuffs group was a remarkable chemical achievement. 
‘* Velan ’’’ forms a water-repellent compound with textile fibres 
and can be applied to silk, cotton, rayon, wool and other 
materials without altering their appearance or character, except 
for the better. We shall be participating in the Empire Exhi- 
bition at Glasgow and the company will have its own pavilion. 

International trade during 1937 has been largely under the 
influence of two opposing factors. During the first quarter 
commodity prices continued to rise, confidence was growing and 
industry was making plans entailing the increased consumption 
of raw materials. The Government’s re-armament programme 
gave assurance of heavy and continuous demand for basic 
materials for some time to come. 

Our Empire companies—Australia, Canada and South Africa— 
all prospered in 1937. 


INVESTMENT POLICY 


After dealing with the accounts, in the course of which he 
said that the available sum was £6,503,849 and that they recom- 
mended a final dividend of 54 per cent. on the ordinary stock, 
making 8} per cent. for the year, the Chairman said : Some 
comments have been made on the company’s policy of keeping 
its marketable investments in ordinary stocks of industrial com- 
panies at home and abroad. When I.C.I. was formed it took 
over large blocks of such holdings from the merging companies. 
The past experience of those companies and the subsequent ex- 
perience of your company itself has, when regard is paid to the 
primary revenue test of annual yield and the secondary capital 
test of net profit on realisation, fully justified that policy. 

These marketable investments form a reserve source for con- 
version into liquid resources as may be required by our capital 
expenditure programmes. When the company was formed, such 
investments amounted to £164 million, against an issued capital 
of £58 million. At the end of last year these investments had 
fallen to £74 million, while the issued capital is £74 million. 
In the meantime we hold them as permanent investments, not 
lightly subject to change and, therefore, not as speculative 
counters. 

CAPITAL PROFIT 


When the company was formed it inherited from the merging 
companies marketable investments of a value at that time of 
£164 million, During the eleven years ended last December, £13 
million of these investments, taken on the same basis of valua- 
tion, have been sold and a capital profit realised of £4,300,000. 
At 31 December last we still held of these original acquisitions 
£3} million, again taken on the same basis of valuation, of 
which the market values at that date showed a depreciation on 
that original value of £600,000. Taken together, therefore, the 





result on original merger values of investments both sold and 
still held is a capital profit of £3,700,000. During the eleven 
years of the company’s existence we have in addition both 
bought and sold gilt-edged and marketable investments. The 
total purchases during this period amounted to £13 million and 
the total sales at cost value were £10 million, the greater part 
of which related to gilt-edged, leaving in our hands at 
31 December last investments of a cost value of £3 million. 

On these sales there was a capital profit of £600,000, but on 
the investments still held at 31 December last there was a 
depreciation on the cost of £700,000, so leaving in respect of 
the post-merger investment transactions a net loss of £100,000. 
Summing up the whole of these investment transactions, we 
have therefore a net capital profit of £3,600,000. 


RETURN ON INVESTMENTS 


Turning now to the rate of return on these investments, the 
average yield on those which were acquired from the founding 
companies on the inception of the merger is 7 per cent. on the 
original merger values. On the post merger marketable invest- 
ments still held at 31 December last, the average yield on the 
cost value has been 4 per cent. This lower rate of return is 
largely attributable to the very low rate of return on the 
German investments by reason of the heavy sacrifice suffered on 
the conversion of dividends in marks into sterling. 

On the whole I am sure that these figures will convince stock- 
holders that the board’s investment policy has not been unjusti- 
fied by its results and that the suggestions that the stockholders 
have suffered in their dividends through losses on investments 
is entirely without foundation. 

During recent months a new factor has been introduced by 
the fundamental economic changes which are taking place in 
the United States. The differences between labour and capital 
and those between business and the President seem so deep 
seated as to throw some doubt upon the future trend of earning 
capacity of American industry. Possibly these changes are so 
fundamental that an investment policy which was right in the 
past may now need revision. We have been strongly urged to 
hold all our investment reserves in cash and gilt-edged securities 
on the assumption that no loss can arise from such holdings. 
But cash yields a negligible return and is subject to a fall in 
the purchasing power of money such as was in evidence in 1937. 
Gilt-edged investments are not only subject to this latter in- 
fluence, but also to movements in the rate of interest. Judgment 
of these and other factors is by no means easy, and at the 
present time your board is giving anxious consideration to the 
whole position. 


CONSOLIDATED BALANCE SHEET 


You have been handed a consolidated balance sheet for 
Imperial Chemical Industries, Limited, and all its subsidiaries 
other than three small companies referred to in the notes 
thereon. The total assets and liabilities of 125 companies are 
included in that account. It was not possible this year to 
incorporate this statement in the directors’ annual report, but 
in future the meeting will be held in May in order that this 
can be done. 

The total assets aggregate £1104 million, including intangible 
assets of £154 million. This latter item represents the book 
value of patents, processes, mineral rights, trade marks and 
goodwill, being the excess of the share purchase consideration 
over the value of net tangible assets of the various subsidiary 
companies less amount written off. This sum equals just over 
two years’ purchase of the net profits of the company for 1937. 
The liquid position is strong, for the current assets exceed the 
current liabilities by £193 million. 

The obsolescence reserves of £54 million represent 12 per 
cent. of the book value of the freehold buildings, plant and 
machinery. The total amount provided last year by way of 
appropriation to the central obsolescence fund and sums charged 
in the trading accounts of the subsidiary companies which are 
not wholly owned is £1,643,000, or 3.5 per cent. of the aggregate 
book value of freehold buildings, plant and machinery. Invest- 
ments in associated companies in Africa, Canada and elsewhere 
stand at £74 million. 


PROSPECTS FOR 1938 


Much of the future must depend on the United States. 
Despite its policy of political isolation, that country is still so 
important, both as an exporter of agricultural and industrial 
goods and as an importer of raw materials, that sound or un- 
sound business aliens there are of major significance to 
the world as a whole. ' 

Even if British industrial activity in 1938 shows some decline 
it does not follow that your company will be affected in the 
same measure as general business. Our interests are widespread, 
not only by products but also by markets. Your company was 
never in a sounder position. As trade currents have changed, as 
one source of demand has shrunk and another expanded, we 
have adjusted our manufacturing resources and _ values 
accordingly. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

RETAIL TRADE IN MARCH 
COMPARISON OF 1938 WITH 1937 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
o page 572 a table showing the relation of sales in 
March 1988 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1987. Index numberst showing the relation of certain 
sales in March 1988 to average daily sales in 1933 are 
given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of March 1938 with those of the same date in 
1937. A smaller number of concerns supply this infor- 
mation; the collaborating co-operative societies in par- 
ticular do not report stocks at present, nor do they all 
report employment, 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indivi- 
dual retailer. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


MetHop or ApJusTiING NoN-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety? of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1937 and 1938 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefore, 
the 1937 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
19388, so far as length of period is concerned. 


Correction for differences in length of period in the 
two months under review were necessary on most of 
the schedules received owing to the Easter holiday, 
which fell in March in 1937 and in April in 1938. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, as 
far as possible, only to the trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were therefore actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which 
are not representative of average operating results and 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from estab- 
lished to newly-opened concerns. Once the new 
branch or department can report its own sales not only 
for the month in the current year but also for the same

month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparisons will be with a period of expanding 
— the published statistics will have a favourable 
las. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus FEArRnier 


Sales per selling day were 3°7 per cent. lower in 
March 1938 than in March 1937. This is mainly due 
to the difference in the date of Easter, and it is pro- 
bable that sales for the calendar month were above laat 
year’s level. Such data as are available regarding the 
effect of Easter upon retailing indicated that a 
decrease in daily sales in March 1988 was to be ex- 
pected, and the April figures will probably show a 
counterbalancing increase. Accordingly, the fact that 
March is the first month for a considerable period for 
which a decline in daily sales has been recorded should 
not necessarily be taken as indicating a setback in 
retail trade activity. The position can be seen more 
clearly if comparison is made with two years ago, when 
Easter fell in April, instead of with last year. Daily 
sales last month were about 11 per cent. higher than 
in March 1936. The corresponding increases for each 
month from the middle of last year have varied from 
9 to 15 per cent. The lower figures have in general 
been recorded this year, indicating a slackening in the 
rate of advance. The decline recorded for daily sales 
in March in comparison with a year earlier, which 
affected all seven areas, was least (1:2 per cent.) in 
Scotland, where the date of the spring holiday varies 
in different localities, and was most marked (10°7 per 
cent.) in Central and West End London, which is the 
area most sensitive to seasonal influences and which 
has also compared unfavourably with other districts for 
some time. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, which in March 
exceeded 58 per cent. of the total value reported, fell 
by 1:2 per cent., the only district increase (0-1 per 
cent.) being in the South of England. The decline was 
pronounced, 13°4 per cent., in Central and West End 
London, but the sample in that area is perhaps less 
representative than elsewhere and presents certain 
peculiar features. 


Sales of other merchandise per selling day were lower 
by 71 per cent., a substantially larger decline, this 
section being affected by seasonal influences to a 
greater extent than food and perishables. Each of the 
seven districts showed a lower level than last year, the 
smallest decrease being 1:0 per cent. in Scotland and 
the greatest 11-0 per cent. in Suburban London. Sales 
were lower in all the main categories of merchandise, 
though there was a substantial rise in the important 
sub-category of fashion departments, which may be 
associated with the fine weather last month. The 
largest decline, as might be expected, was recorded for 
sports and travel goods (19-2 per cent.), followed by 
miscellaneous and unallocated goods (10°8 per cent.) 
and boots and shoes (10°5 per cent.); the latter cate- 
gory, however, showed an outstandingly large increase 
of 23°5 per cent. a vear ago. The fall was least (2°4 per 
cent.) in piece-goods, for which rises were recorded in 
three districts, the North-East, the North-West and 
the Midlands and South Wales. 


February-March.—Total daily sales for the two 
months February-March 1938 were slightly lower than 
those reported for the same period in 1937. While 
sales fell by 0-2 per cent. in the country as a whole, 
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there was an improvement in five of the seven districts, 
varying from 0-4 per cent. in Suburban London to 1°8 
per cent. in Scotland. A decline of 8-9 per cent. was 
shown in Central and West End London, which has 
differed from the other districts in the trend of its 
sales since last June, the other decrease—for the 
North-West—being under 1 per cent. Sales of food 
and perishables exceeded the corresponding 1937 figure 
by 2°8 per cent. There were decreases in all the other 
main categories, ranging from 0°1 per cent. for women’s 
wear to 14°6 per cent. for sports and travel. 


INDEX NUMBERS 
AVERAGE Dairy Saues In 1933 = 100 


The index for total sales rose 5 nen from the 
February level, the corresponding rise in 1937 being 
14 points. Scotland, the district where Easter has th« 
least disturbing influence upon the spring expansion 
of sales, showed a sharp upward movement, 11 points, 
but the normal advance is so much more marked in 
Central and West End London than elsewhere that the 
March index for that district was 13 points higher than 
the February figure in spite of the lateness of Easter. 
The 1937 movement in this district amounted to 19 
points between February and March. 

The index for daily sales of food and perishables 
stood at 135 in March 1938, only 2 points higher than 
in February, compared with a rise of 14 points in 1937, 
when the comparison was much affected by the Easter 


holiday in March. The movements in the four 
geographical divisions for which index numbers are 


computed ranged from a fall of 2 points in Suburban 
London to a rise of 5 points in Scotland. 

The index for other merchandise rose by 8 points to 
103 in March, the corresponding rise a year ago being 
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16 points. Sales improved in all four districts between 
February and March, particularly in Scotland, where 
there was a rise of 19 points. 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at cost at the end of March 
1938 was 2°6 per cent. higher than a year earlier, this 
being the lowest figure recorded since January 1937, 
Advances were reported for all seven districts, and 
ranged from 2-0 per cent. in Central and West End 
London to 3-2 per cent. in the South of England. The 
rise was smaller (1-7 per cent.) in food and perishableg 
than in other merchandise (2-7 per cent.). There were 
reductions of 5-6 per cent. for miscellaneous and. un. 
allocated goods and of 1-4 per cent. for piece-goods, 
but increases in all other main categories, the largest 
being 6-2 per cent. for boots and shoes, 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of employees in retail establish- 
ments furnishing this information (among which 
certain co-operative societies are now included) was 
higher by 2:1 per cent. at the end of March 1938 than 
a year earlier. Staffs were larger in all seven districts, 
the expansion varying from 0:4 per cent. in the North- 
West to 4:1 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales, 
The rise in selling staffs, reported by a lesser number 
of establishments, was smaller (1-0 per cent. ), and this 
section showed decreases of approximately 1 per cent. 
in the North-West and the two London areas. The 
number of juveniles increased by 2°6 per cent. in the 
country as a whole, but two districts, the North-West 
and Central and West End London, showed decreases, 
the first to be reported for juveniles for more than four 
years.

Postal receipts last month, and in the first quarter 
of this year, were about one per cent. higher than in 
the corresponding periods of 1937. This compares 
with an increase of about 63 per cent. in the first 
quarter last year. Compared with the average of 
1924-34 (except 1926) there was an increase in the first 
quarter of 1988 of 20-2 per cent., as against increases 
of 19-0 per cent. for the preceding quarter and 18-9 per 
cent. for the first quarter of 1937. 








HUNGARY 


ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL 
CONDITIONS 


In spite of the rapid growth of Hungary’s industries, she 
still has to depend chiefly on agriculture, *writes the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Budapest. There 
exists still the old difficulty of finding markets for industrial 
products where the country will benefit financially. At 
present, there are practically no signs of any improvement 
in Hungary’s normal big markets, Germany and Italy, and 
until the situation in those countries becomes freer, 
Hungary cannot hope to become really prosperous. 


Owing to careful husbanding of her resources, Hungary 
was able to make a start in paying back various foreign 
loans by an agreement reached with the creditors in London 
during the summer of 1937. This agreement places a very 
considerable extra burden on the country’s finances, and 
its success largely depends on the possibilities of her being 
able to sell her exports in markets where there is a free 
currency available. 


In spite of the fact that both Germany and Italy are 
Hungary’s best markets for goods, the United Kingdom is 
really the best market from a financial point of view, 
owing to the complete lack of restrictions in that country. 
Trade with the United Kingdom has improved. The Pay- 
ments Agreement of 1936 is working well and commercial 
debts are nearly all liquidated. The Agreement is now serv- 
ing as a model for future Hungarian payments agreements. 


ForeIGn TRADE 


Hungarian imports in 1936 were valued at 433-5 million 
pengé and exports at 509 million pengé, while for the first 
nine months of 1937 the respective values were 344 million 
pengé and 432 million pengé. 


Total foreign trade in 1936 resulted therefore in an ex- 
cess of exports over imports of 75-5 million pengé, an in- 
crease in the active balance of 24-4 million pengé in com- 
parison with 1935. In spite, however, of a steady and 
well maintained improvement, Hungary’s foreign trade in 
value is still far below that of 1929, in which year imports

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amounted to 1,063 million pengé and exports to 1,038 
million pengé. 


Trade with foreign countries showed an active balance in 
the case of nine out of 17 of the most important markets in 
1936 in comparison with 1935. The largest active balance 
was shown in trade with Italy, which advanced to 33-5 
million pengé in 1936 as against 30-5 million pengé in 1935. 
There was also a noteworthy increase in trade in Switzer- 
land. A favourable balance with the United Kingdom in 
1935 of 16-8 million pengé advanced to 22-6 million pengo 
in 1936. 


Hungary’s three best customers, namely, Germany, 
Austria and Italy, teok 42 million pengé worth of the in- 
crease in exports during the first nine months of 1937 as 
compared with 1936, which amounted to 72:1 million peng6. 
Germany increased her purchases by 19 million peng, 
Austria by 14 million pengé, and Italy by 9 million pengé. 
To offset these larger purchases there were considerable in- 
creases in imports from Germany and Austria, but imports 
from Italy decreased from 24-9 million pengé to 22-5 million 
pengé. Exports to the United States increased from 7:7 
million pengé to 13-9 million pengé in 1937, as a result of 
heavier canned meat, jute fabrics, malt, 
paprika and dried vegetables.

Germany has for some years past been Hungary’s leading 
foreign trade market. In 1936 that country took 23-05 per 
cent. of Hungary’s total exports and provided 25-82 per 
cent. of her imports. These figures compare with 23-94 per 
cent. and 22-69 per cent., respectively, for 1935.

Statistics of the chief goods imported from and exported 
to the United Kingdom will be found in an appendix to the 
Commercial Secretary’s Report. 

Trade with the United Kingdom since February 1936 
has been governed by the Anglo-Hungarian Payments 
Agreement. During 1936, in comparison with 1935, there 
was a fairly considerable increase in the import of crude 
metals from the United Kingdom as well as in raw hides 
and skins and automobiles. On the export side 36,500 
metric tons of wheat were sold to the United Kingdom in 
1936 against none in 1935, and 2,000 metric tons of butter 
against 1,000 metric tons in 1935. There were also large 
increases in the export of prepared furs, fresh fruit and 
dried peas. There were, however, decreases in the export 
of lard, bacon, cotton goods and fresh and preserved meat, 

In the first nine months of 1937, in comparison with the 
corresponding period of 1936, Hungarian exports to the 
United Kingdom suffered a severe setback, having de- 
creased from 33-2 million pengé to 28-1 million pengé. The 
decrease was mainly due to considerably diminished ship- 
ments of wheat and prepared leather. Imports from the 
United Kingdom, on the other hand, showed a noteworthy 
increase from 15-8 million pengé to 18-5 million pengé. Not 
only has the position of woollen and cotton fabrics been well 
maintained, but, in the face of keen competition, the sale 
of United Kingdom machinery, particularly for the textile 
trade, has advanced considerably, while the sale of motor 
cars increased to £16,000 during the first three quarters of 
1937 from £7,400 during the whole of 1936.

NOTIFICATION OF BUSINESS CONTRACTS 
CONCLUDED BEFORE 18 MARCH 

H.M. Representative at Vienna has furnished a 
translation of announcements issued by the Devisen 
Office, Vienna, and published in the ‘* Wiener 
Zeitung ’’ of 20 and 23 April, regarding the notifica- 
tion of business contracts, which read as follows:— 

All business concluded before 18 March 1938, under 
which the Austrian importer has a claim for delivery 
against the foreign party in the transaction, is to be 
notified in writing to the Devisen Office, Vienna, by 
80 April 1938, provided delivery has not been made 
before that date. Should only a part of the goods 
have been imported by that date, the business con- 
cluded is nevertheless to be notified in its entirety, 
whereby the portion not yet delivered should be duly 
specified. 

The notification should contain the address of the 
party to the business, the date of conclusion of the 
contract, the customary trade designation of the goods 
to be imported and of their quantity, the price of the 
goods in the currency in which the transaction was 
concluded, and the terms of delivery and payment. 

All similar business transactions concluded between 
18 March and 21 April 1938 are similarly to be notified 
before 5 May 1938.

SAFETY AND HEALTH IN MINES 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of the 
1938 edition of the reference book entitled ‘‘ Coal Mines 
Act, 1911: Regulations and Orders relating to Safety and 
Health.”

ENGAGEMENTS OF SEAMEN IN MARCH 
QUARTER 1938 


Engagements of seamen at mercantile marine offices in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1938 numbered 95,651. This total was 801 (0-8 per cent.) 
less than the figure for the first quarter of 1937, but as 
compared with the average for the March quarters in the 
five years 1933-37 it represented an increase of 1-6 per cent. 
The following table gives particulars of the engagements of 
British and foreign seamen during the March quarters of 
1938 and 1937:

Engagements of British seamen represented 97-3 per cent. 
of the total] in the March quarters of both 1937 and 1938, 
although their number declined from 93,825 to 93,090. The 
decrease was primarily due to a reduction of 1,068 (1-2 per 
cent.) in the case of white seamen, but this was partly 
offset by proportionately larger increases for Arab and 
‘* Other”? seamen. In the case of foreign seamen the 
number of engagements was less by 66, an increase for white 
seamen being more than counterbalanced by reductions in 
the engagements of foreign Chinese and ‘“‘ Other ’’ seamen. 


The proportion represented by white seamen as a whole 
declined from 97-1 per cent. in the March quarter of 1937 
to 96-9 per cent. last quarter, as a result of the reduction 
in the number of engagements of British seamen. For Arab 
and ‘‘ Other’? seamen, on the other hand, the proportions 
rose from 0:7 and 1-9 per cent. to 0-9 and 2-0 per cent., 
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respectively, these increases being due to the greater number 
of engagements of British seamen in each category. For 
Chinese seamen, among whom the British element is 
negligible, the proportion declined from 0-3 to 0-2 per cent., 
the total number of engagements being the smallest recorded 
for any March quarter.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR JANUARY 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of January 
and the four weeks ended 22 January 1938, issued by the 
Ministry of Transport, show that the total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
on all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of January was 102,650,979, an increase compared 
with January 1937 of 2,745,812, or 2°8 per cent. The journeys 
taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 1,646,575, and 
those at standard or ordinary fares by 1,099,237. The re- 
ceipts from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) 
showed an increase of £204,805, or 6-2 per cent. If the 
railway undertakings of the London Passenger Transport 
Board be omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys 
of 1,299,341, or 2-0 per cent., and in receipts of £184,486, 
or 65 per cent. For all companies the receipts from 
passenger train traffic (including season tickets and parcels 
and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcel 
post) were £314,603 more than in January 1937. For the 
four weeks ended 22 January 1938 the coaching train miles 
showed an increase of 310,147, as compared with the four 
weeks ended 23 January 1937. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 22 January 1938 was 
22,721,685, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1937 of 407,875 tons, or 1‘8 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,192,252, an increase 
of £301,757, or 4-4 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 108,222 more than in the corresponding period of 
1937, an increase of 1-0 per cent. The average train load 
rose from 127} to 1314 tons, and the net ton miles per 
engine hour from 440! to 4521,

Imports of merchandise in January 1938 amounted to 
£stg.9,101,000, as compared with £stg.7,586,000 in January 
1937, an increase of £stg.1,515,000 (19-97 per cent.), states 
the Commonwealth Statistician at Canberra. [Exports of 
merchandise were valued at £stg.6,906,000, as compared with 
£stg.9,317,000, a decrease of £stg.2,411,000 (25-88 per cent.), 

Imports of merchandise in the first seven months of the 
trade year 1937-38 were valued at £stg.65,891,000, as com- 
pared with £stg.53,289,000 in the first seven months of 
1936-37, an increase of £stg.12,602,000 (23:65 per cent.), 
Exports of merchandise were valued at £stg.63,212,000, as 
compared with £stg.63,250,000, a decrease of £stg.38,000 
(0-06 per cent.). 

BALANCE OF TRADE 

The commodity balance of trade in January 1938 was 
unfavourable to the extent of £stg.2,195,000, as compared 
with a favourable balance of £stg.1,731,000 in January 
1937. Including bullion and specie, the unfavourable 
balance of trade in January 1938 was £stg.1,235,000, as 
compared with a favourable balance of £stg.2,583,000 in 
January 1937. 

For the first seven months of 1937-38 an unfavourable 
commodity balance of £stg.2,679,000 was recorded, as com- 
pared with a favourable balance of £stg.9,961,000 for the 
first seven months of 1936-37. Including bullion and specie, 
the balance of trade for the first seven months of 1937-38 
was favourable, and amounted to £stg.4,264,000, as against 
a favourable balance of £stg.15,456,000 for the correspond- 
ing seven months of 1936-37.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa: — 


Retail trade at some centres in the Union is slightly 
steadier, but wholesale business remains quiet, as the posi- 
tion generally is still overshadowed by uncertainty regard- 
ing the trend of business overseas. The imminence of the 
Union general election is also providing a restrictive 
factor. The value of building plans passed at Johannesburg 
and Cape Town during March were below the figures for 
March 1937, but the volume of work in hand ensures the 
maintenance of a fair measure of activity. The property 
market is quiet but steady. 


Some sections of oversea and local markets for farm pro- 
ducts are rather irregular, but the position and prospects 
of the agricultural industry in the Union are considered 
fairly satisfactory. Sales of agricultural implements are 
steady at most centres, but orders at Johannesburg are 
disappointing and prospects less favourable owing to the 
expectation of a poor maize crop. 


Gotp Output: Rarway Earnrnes 


The output of gold in the Transvaal in March (27 working 
days) amounted to 1,012,516 fine ozs., with a value, including 
the premium, at £6 19s. 6d. per fine oz., of £7,062,299, as 
compared with 982,304 fine ozs., with a value, on the basis 
of £7 2s. per fine oz., of £6,974,359 for March 1937 (26 work- 
ing days). The average daily output decreased by 1,230 
fine ozs. to 37,500. The number of natives employed in- 
creased by 7,630 to the record figure of 312,928. The 
monthly output and valuation also constitute a record, and 
the production figures are 15,971 fine ozs. above the pre- 
vious record of 996,545 fine ozs., established in July 1937. 


Railway earnings for the year ended 31 March amounted 
to about £33,400,000, or approximately £1,600,000 above the 
official estimate, as compared with about £32,100,000 the 
previous year.

Maize, Woot, Etc. 


Unofficial estimates of the Union maize crop are between 
eleven million and thirteen million bags, but the first pre- 
liminary official estimate based on conditions towards the 
end of March forecast a yield of 18,122,000 bags. The crop 
has been adversely affected by the unfavourable weather 
during March. The market has been more active, but 
quotations have been irregular owing to the discrepancy of 
the new crop estimates. 

Wool markets in the Union are steady. Competition at 
Cape Town has been keen and German buyers have operated 
freely. Offerings at Port Elizabeth have consisted chiefly 
of early shearings, short wools and re-offerings of combing 
and other wools. Japanese and Continental buyers are 
showing interest in better descriptions. Demand for shorter 
types is irregular and prices favouring buyers. Mohair 
arrivals are limited and business unimportant. 

Hides are steady. Cape skins are in good demand and 
goatskins selling readily at unchanged rates. Small offer- 
ings of Angora skins are being taken chiefly for French 
account. Prices for Merino skins have declined 74 to 10 
per cent. owing to the general weakness of wool prices and 
lack of interest from French buyers. 


The market for ostrich feathers is fairly firm. 


Wattle bark is quiet but firm, and no change has taken 
place in the position of extract. 


Retail turnovers in soft goods are slightly better. The 
wholesale section is unchanged. There has been no material 
alteration in conditions in the secondary industries.

WOOL AND MOHAIR MOVEMENTS, 1987-38 


The Trade Commissioner in London for the Union of 
South Africa has received the following information con- 
cerning the markets for South African wool from 1 July 
1937 to 31 March 1938 :— 

Wool received into store, 644,452 bales; unsold wool in 
store at the end of last month, 46,201 bales; sold wool in 
store then awaiting shipment, 89,123 bales; total shipments 
of greasy wool, 527,125 bales; and of scoured wool, 23,844 
bales; offered at auction since the beginning of season to 
the end of last month, 660,092 bales; sold, 408,329 bales; 
total disposals (auction sales, private treaty sales and ship- 
ments), 609,707 bales. 

The average value of greasy wool exported during last 
month was 8} per lb. and from July to the end of last 
month, 10d. per lb. 


Exports of greasy wool in March totalled 28,106,000 Ibs., 
of which the United Kingdom took 5,365,000 lbs.; France, 
3,745,000 Ibs.; Germany, 8,688,000 Ibs.; Belgium, 1,118,000 
lbs.; Italy, 4,248,000 lbs.; the United States, 14,000 Ibs. ; 
Japan, 3,164,000 Ibs.; and others (including optional), 
1,764,000 Ibs. 

Exports of scoured wool last month amounted to 953,000 
lbs., the United Kingdom taking 228,000 Ibs.; France, 3,000 
lbs.; Germany, 113,000 Ibs.; Belgium, 63,000 Ibs.; Italy, 
268,000 Ibs.; the United States and Japan, nil; and others 
(including optional), 278,000 lbs.

LATVIA 


ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


In his latest *Report the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Riga describes economic conditions in Latvia 
from January 1935 until the end of 1937. It has been an 
important period in the economic life of the country, and 
not without incident and change. It has witnessed the 
consolidation of the Government of President Ulmanis. 
Another important event was the devaluation of the lat in 
September 1936. This measure, which was inevitably forced 
upon the Government, brought in its train the usual conse- 
quences—the benefit to the agriculturists who are, of course, 
as exporters, a very essential factor in the economic life of 
the country—and a rise in the cost of living. The rise has, 
by various expedients, been kept down; but in recent 
months it has not been possible to stem the rising tide, 
and the urban population is beginning to feel the pinch. 
Another consequence of devaluation, the abolition of the 
currency premiums, and the gradual loosening of the foreign 
currency and import restrictions was very welcome and has 
contributed to no small extent to the bettering of trade 
conditions. Another interesting and noteworthy phase dur- 
ing the period under review has been the increased interven- 
tion and participation of the Government in industry, the 
very considerable extent of which can be gathered from the 
relevant sections in the Report. The limit of State inter- 
vention, however, seems to have been reached for the 
moment, and the President has stated that the Government 
had decided to withdraw from several State-controlled 
undertakings. 


Tut ANGLO-LATVIAN COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


A section of the Report shows the results of the working 
of the Anglo-Latvian Commercial Agreement, which has 
been in operation during the period under review. It is 
clear that Great Britain’s trade to Latvia has not in- 
creased as a result of this Agreement to the same extent as 
that of other countries; on the other hand, it might well 
be asked whether in the absence of an agreement our trade 
would not have suffered to the advantage of Germany, 
which has a clearing arrangement. However, trade figures 
with the United Kingdom show a very large balance in 
favour of Latvia, and it might fairly therefore be said that

Generally speaking, the present economic position of 
latvia is good, as will be seen from a study of the Budget 
yd trade statistics. Everything, however, depends on 
prices of Latvian export commodities, which have recently 
sown a tendency to decline after having reached a high 


level. 
ContTROL OF IMPORTS 


During the first three years of the existence of the import 
ynd currency restrictions in Latvia no progress was made, 
yith the exception of the year 1932, towards the improve- 
nent of the foreign trade balance, but since the change of 
the Government, which took place in May 1934, the posi- 
tin has been gradually improving as a result of various 
measures undertaken by the authorities with a view to find- 
ing better foreign markets for Latvian agricultural pro- 
duce, developing local agricultural and industrial produc- 
tin, and by the operation of clearing arrangements with 
sy number of countries trading with Latvia. 

The improvement in foreign trade in 1936, and especially 
during 1937, was also largely due to the depreciation of the 
cal currency, which caused a sharp rise in the volume of 
xports and in its turn improved the import trade, and 
inally to the general improvement of economic and financial 
ditions in the country. 

The categories of goods imported into Latvia during the 
past three years remained practically unchanged. The 
development of local industries protected by the Customs 
riffs and import restrictions has not, however, caused a 
further reduction in the volume of manufactured goods 
imported from abroad. This was partly due to increased 
imports of prime movers, motor vehicles, agricultural 
machinery and implements, rolling stock and machinery for 
the construction of the power station. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KinGpom 


The countries with which the United Kingdom chiefly 
ompetes on the local market are Germany and the United 
States, the Netherlands, the U.S.S.R., Sweden, France and 
Belgium. With the exception of the Netherlands, Belgium 
ud the United States, all the aforementioned countries 
trade with Latvia on the basis of trade agreements com- 
bined with clearing arrangements. 

The United Kingdom’s share in Latvian import trade 


during 1935, 1936 and 1937 (January-September) remained _ 


within the limits of 19 to 21-5 per cent. of the total value, 
the figures being even slightly below the year 1934 (22-6 per 
cent.) i.e. before the conclusion of the Anglo-Latvian Trade 
Agreement, Germany’s share, which was notably large 
during the years 1932, 19385 and 1936, however, fell in 1937 
irom 38 per cent. to 25-7 per cent., but even then it is 
higher than the average share of the United Kingdom 
during the past five years. 

The movement of trade with the United Kingdom in 1935 
totalled 20-6 million lats for imports and 29-8 million lats 
ior exports; in 1936 it was 26-1 million lats and 48-3 million 
lats, respectively; and in the first nine months of 1937 
338 million lats and 70-5 million lats. The principal items 
{imports from and exports to the United Kingdom are 
chown in an appendix to the Commercial Secretary’s 
Report. 


POLAND 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM, 
JANUARY—FEBRUARY 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
teports that the value of the total imports into Poland 
increased from 172,267,000 zloty in January-February 1937 
to 212,453,000 zl. in January-February 1938, while the 
value of Polish exports fell from 190,636,000 zl. to 
176,211,000 zl. in the same periods. 

The value of imports from the United Kingdom during 
the first two months of 1938 was 23,085,000 zl. and of ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom 35,091,000 zl., producing a 
balance in favour of Poland of 12,006,000 zl.; the corre- 
‘ponding figures for the year 1937 were: imports from the 
United Kingdom, 24,451,000 z]., and exports to the United 
Kingdom, 30,244,000 zl.; a balance in favour of Poland, 
9,793,000 zi. 

The value of imports from the United Kingdom in Febru- 
ary 1938 was 10,694,000 zl., as compared with 11,080,000 21.

SWEDEN 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1937 


(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London) 


A survey of the economic situation in Sweden during 
1937 shows that during the first six months Sweden ex- 
perienced a boom, marked by expanding industrial produc- 
tion and rising prices. The situation continued to be 
favourable during the third quarter, but before its close, 
signs, connected with the international situation, indicated 
a turn of the tide. Figures available for the last few 
months of the year clearly show that the tendency has been 
reversed, though only to a relatively slight degree. The 
quarterly employment figures give some indication of the 
trend of production, i.e. 4:01, 4:10, 4:06 and 3:80 (3:0 = a 
fair volume of employment). 

At the turn of the year the situation was marked by con- 
siderable uncertainty as to future prospects. Foreign 
trade, which returned record figures for quantity, still 
showed no signs of recession during the closing months of 
the year. The increase of 30 per cent. in value recorded 
in 1937, as compared with 1936, is attributable partly to 
the enlarged volume of foreign trade and partly to a sharp 
rise in the price level of both imports and exports, 


TIMBER AND Woop Pu.Lp 


The timber market opened in 1937 with exceedingly active 
selling and sharply rising prices, but from the beginning of 
March the turnover became less lively, though prices main- 
tained their high level during the spring and summer. 
Owing to the turn of the economic tide in general during 
August, the situation declined during the autumn, until 
at the end of the year sales were practically nil. The gain 
in prices made at the beginning of the year was altogether 
lost during the autumn, partly under the pressure of forced 
selling by a number of foreign producers. Shipments 
showed a slight advance over 1936 

Activity, accompanied by rising prices, was shown in the 
wood pulp industry at the beginning of the year. The 193) 
production was early sold out, and contracts were chiefly 
concerned, therefore, with 1938. During the autumn the 
turnover fell off, and towards the close of the year an 
almost complete stagnation of the market set in. Exports 
showed a heavy increase over 1936, the rise applying to all 
kinds of pulp. 


TRON AND STEEL 


The iron and steel industry was particularly well occupied 
throughout 1937, with an appreciable scarcity of raw 
materials during the first six months. The slack period 
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that generally sets in towards the end of the year was, how- 
ever, more pronounced than usual in 1937. As against 
1936, a substantial increase in the production of pig iron 
and semi-finished and finished products is noticeable. Ex- 
ports showed a rise, particularly in the case of wrought iron 
and steel and rolling-mill products, and import figures went 
up 200 per cent. or more in the case of a number of 
articles, such as round nail-wire rods, cold-rolled iron, thin 
plates, etc. 

The Swedish mercantile fleet was well occupied through- 
out the year. Practically no tonnage was laid up except 
for vessels undergoing repair or classification or those 
normally laid up for the winter. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


According to statistics recently issued by the Division of 
Foreign Trade Statistics, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Washington, the value of general imports (goods 
entered for storage in bonded warehouses, plus goods which 
entered merchandising channels immediately upon arrival 
in the country) amounted in February to 163,085,000 
dollars, as compared with 170,725,000 dols. in January and 
277,709,000 dols. in February 1937. 

Imports for consumption (goods which entered mer- 
chandising or consumption channels immediately upon 
arrival in the country, plus withdrawals for consumption 
from warehouse) amounted to 155,941,000 dols. in February, 
as compared with 163,526,000 dols. in January and 
260,047,000 dols. in February 1937. 

Smaller quantities of many commodities contributed to 
the decrease of 4-6 per cent. from January in the value of 
total imports for consumption. Declines ranging from 1 to 
2 million dols. each in leading imports such as copper, 
crude rubber and newsprint accounted, however, for a 
considerable part of the reduction. Cocoa, coffee, tea, and 
bananas were imported in larger value in February than in 
January. Burlaps and tin were also larger in value in 
February. A decrease in imports of cane sugar from Cuba 
was offset by an increase in imports of sugar from the 
Philippine Islands. 

Imports of practically all leading commodities were 
decidedly smaller in both quantity and value than in 
February a year ago. Over four-fifths of the decline of 
104 million dols. (40 per cent.) in the value of total imports 
for consumption in February from February 1937 was, how- 
ever, in crude foodstuffs, crude materials and semi-manu- 
factured products. ‘These classes of merchandise imports 
were, respectively, 46, 48 and 43 per cent. smaller in value 
in February than a year ago. Included among principal 
commodities imported in much smaller quantity and value 
were grains, vegetable oils, oilseeds, coffee, cocoa, undressed 
furs, hides and skins, crude rubber, unmanufactured wool, 
raw silk, precious stones, wood pulp, non-ferrous metals 
and fertilisers. Imports of manufactured foodstuffs (prin- 
cipally because of reductions in meats, dairy products, feeds 
and beverages) were 29 per cent. smaller in value, and those 
of finished manufactures (including newsprint and various 
textile manufactures, all of which declined) were 21 per 
cent. smaller in value than in February 1937. 


Export TRADE 


Ixports, including re-exports, amounted in value to 
262,733,000 dols., as compared with 289,433,000 dols. in 
January 1938 and with 233,125,000 dols. in February 1937. 

The decrease of 9 per cent. from January in the value of 
total exports was largely due to seasonal influences, which 
particularly affect shipments abroad of leaf tobacco, raw 
cotton, fruits and automobiles. Exports of unmanufac- 
tured tobacco were valued at 16,315,000 dols. in January and 
12,216,000 dols. in February, respectively. Exports of raw 
cotton declined from 34,607,000 dols. to 21,162,000 dols.; 
fruits and nuts from 7,290,000 dols. to 5,735,000 dols.; and 
automobiles, including parts and accessories, from 34,396,000 
dols. to 28,088,000 dols. between January and February. 
There was exported also in February smaller amounts of 
jard, lumber, coal, crude petroleum, iron and steel scrap, 
other heavy iron and steel products, and of certain chemical 
products than in January, 

Despite the fewer number of shipping days in February 
than in January, exports of a number of commodities in- 
creased in value. This was true of wheat and feed grains, 
wood pulp, gasoline, lubricants, crude sulphur, refined 
copper, metal-working machinery, agricultural implements 
and aircraft. 

Exports of three of the five broad economic classes of 
merchandise—crude foodstuffs, semi-manufactures, and 
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finished manufactures—were larger in value in February 
1938 than in February 1937, while the values of manufag 
tured foodstuffs and crude materials were smaller. In the 
case of each class, however, exports of some leading con. 
modities showed changes that were opposite in direction % 
that shown by the class total. 

Numbered among the commodities exported in much larger 
value in February than a year ago were lard, wheat, feed 
grains, feeds, leaf tobacco, wood pulp, petroleum and pro. 
ducts, iron and steel manufactures, well and _ refinery 
machinery, metal-working machinery, automobiles, aircraft 
and fertilisers. Among leading commodities that were 
smaller in value in February of this year were included 
canned salmon, dried and evaporated fruit, canned fruit, 
raw cotton, lumber, copper, radio apparatus, office ap. 
pliances and coal-tar products. 

Exports during February were 13 per cent. greater and 
imports 41 per cent. smaller than in February 1937. Both 
declined from January levels as a result of the fewer 
number of shipping days in February. The exceedingly 
wide differences between merchandise exports and imports 
which have existed in the past five months continued in 
February. Merchandise exports exceeded imports by close 
to 100 million dols. in February and for the first two months 
of the year by 218 million dols.

DRAWBACKS UNDER THE SECOND 
SCHEDULE TO THE IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 
1932, ON CERTAIN GOODS EXPORTED 
WITHOUT CHANGE OF STATE 


GENERAL 


1. Goods eligible for drawback.—The Second Schedule to 
the Import Duties Act, 1932, provides that the Treasury, on 
receiving a recommendation from the Import Duties Ad- 
visory Committee, may, by Order, give directions for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of goods of any class oF 
description chargeable with duty under Part 1 of that Act. 
The application of this provision has been extended to goods 
chargeable with duty under the Ottawa Agreements Act, 
1932, and the Beef and Veal Customs Duties Act, 1937. 
The conditions subject to which drawback is allowed are set 
out in paragraph 3. 

The directions in this Notice relate only to goods im 
respect of which a Treasury Order under the above-men- 
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jigned provision is in operation. A list of these is contained 
in the Customs and Excise Tariff, copies of which may be 
gbtained from H.M. Stationery Office, or through any book- 
gller. 

9, Goods removed to a Registered Shipbuilding Yard.— 
Where imported goods, eligible under Treasury Order for 
jrawback on exportation, are brought into any Registered 
shipbuilding Yard the Commissioners are empowered to 
treat the goods for drawback purposes as if they had been 
exported from the United Kingdom. (See paragraph 23.) 


3. Title to drawback.—In order to establish a title to 
drawback the following conditions must be satisfied :— 


(a) The goods must be exported or shipped as stores 
by the importer or by some person who has taken 
delivery thereof directly from the importer. 


(b) The goods must be in the same state as that in 
which they were imported. (See paragraph 5.) 


(c) The goods must not have been used. 


(d) The fact that duty was paid on the goods on 
importation and the amount of duty must be proved to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioners. 


(e) In the case of boned and boneless beef and veal 
and edible offals of beef and veal, imported as such, it 
must be shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
that the goods were imported in the packages in which 
they are exported or shipped as stores, 


Note.—It is an offence under Customs law to claim draw- 
back on goods which are of less value for home use than the 
amount of the drawback. 


4, Component parts.—Drawback is not payable in respect 
of component parts of an article which was imported and 
charged with duty as a complete article. 


5. Statutory condition as to ‘‘ state ’’—processed goods.— 
Goods are not deemed to be in a different state from that in 
which they were imported by reason only that they have 
been subjected to a process which has not changed their form 
or character. In the case of imported goods which have 
een subjected to any process in the United Kingdom, in- 
formation as to whether drawback is allowable may be 
obtained from the local Officer of Customs and Excise. 


6. Classification of goods.—For drawback purposes the 
goods are classified as follows :— 

(i) ‘‘ Identifiable,’ i.e. those bearing an indelible 
distinguishing mark or serial number which has been 
recorded on the import invoice and entry. 

(ii) ‘‘ Unidentifiable,’’ i.e. articles which are not so 
distinguished. 


The directions in this Notice apply to both classes of 
goods, unless otherwise stated. 


Action By Exporter Prior To Packine 


Bonds and Shipping Bills 


7. Bonds.—_Bond must be entered into as security for the 
due exportation of the goods on which drawback is claimed 
and for repayment to the Commissioners of any amount of 
drawback overpaid. 


The bond may be either an ordinary bond for a single 
consignment, or a general bond with a minimum penalty of 
£25 to cover a series of exportations. The advantage of the 
latter bond is that it avoids the necessity for giving bond 
for each separate transaction. 


Except in cases where the premises are specified in the 
bond, a general bond will cover all exportations by the bond 
giver from whatever premises the goods may be dispatched. 
Applicants for general bonds should accordingly state the 
addresses from which they expect to dispatch drawback 
goods under their bonds. 


A general bond may be given by the exporter (or shipper) 
or by his agent, provided the latter is duly authorised (see 
paragraph 14) in connection with the proposed transaction. 
In the absence of a general bond ordinary bond must be 
given by the exporter. 


All applications for bonds should be addressed to the local 
Officer of Customs and Excise.

The forms are obtainable either from H.M. Stationery 
Office or from any agent for the sale of Customs Forms. 
They are printed in duplicate, the first being marked 
‘‘ Original ”? and the second ‘‘ Duplicate.’’ 
Specifications are not required and must not be lodged in 
respect of goods entered on the Shipping Bills. 


9. Composite articles——-When drawback, whether of ad 
valorem or specific duty, is claimed on an article under the 
Second Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932, and also in 
respect of another ad valorem duty repayable as.such or Silk 
specific duty, the Shipping Bill may be adapted to cover the 
whole claim, the particulars of each drawback being shown 
separately. When drawback of any other duty is involved 
the \iechiiie Bill appropriate to each drawback must be 
used. 


10. Examination at exporter’s premises. Notice of pack- 
ing.—lf an exporter desires to have his goods examined at 
the place of packing he must complete both the “ Original ” 
and the ‘‘ Duplicate ’’? copies of the appropriate form of 
Notice to Pack and Shipping Bill and send the duplicate 
(with, in the case of “identifiable ’’ goods, the supporting 
documents—see paragraph 16A) to the proper Officer of 
Customs and Excise so as to reach him at least 24 hours 
before the packing commences, but in special circumstances 
arrangements may be made with the Officer for the delivery 
of the duplicate at such time as will afford him a reasonable 
opportunity of attending the packing. If continuous pack- 
ing of goods for drawback is in operation, Part I of the 
form, headed ‘‘Notice to Pack,’ need not be filled in, provid- 
ing the words ‘‘ Continuous Packing ”’ are written across it 
and the address of the Officer is inserted on the first line. 
The above procedure reduces to a minimum the necessity 
for examination and sampling of goods at the place of ship- 
ment, but it must be understood that the Commissioners 
retain the right to carry out such examination and sampling 
when they deem it necessary. 

If the exporter desires the examination of his goods to be 
made at the ship’s side the directions in paragraph 25 should 
be observed. As regards goods intended for shipment as 
stores, see paragraph 24, 


11. Particulars to be shown in Shipping Bill.—The parti- 
culars as required by the claim form are to be inserted. The 
goods are to be described in accordance with the current 
official Import and Export List and the current Customs and 
Excise Tariff, and the claim should contain, inter alia, a 
reference to the supporting documents, e.g. the Customs 
Entry Number, or the name of the importer and the date of 
his written statement. 

The space provided on the Shipping Bills for ‘‘ Traders 
Conseeutive Reference No.’’ should in every case be used, 
and this number should be quoted on all subsequent en- 
quiries or communications. The number will be quoted on 
the Debenture for the drawback. 

When there is more than one Shipping Bill for the goods 
contained in one case, the Shipping Bills should he fastened 
together and numbered consecutively ; beneath the consecu- 
tive number should be placed the total number of Bills relat- 
ing to the particular package, e.g. if three Shipping Bills 
relate to one package they should be numbered 1/3, 2/3, 3/3. 

The marks shown in the Shipping Bill must be in agree- 
ment with the marks shown on the export packages to which 
it relates. 


12. Assignment of drawback.—Drawback is allowable only 
in respect of goods exported by the importer or by a person 
who took delivery direct from the importer. In the latter 
case the drawback may be assigned to the importer by 
inserting his name and address in the declaration on the 
Shipping Bill, following the words ‘‘ On behalf of............ 

” Tn all cases, whether the Shipping Bill is signed 
by the exporter or by his authorised agent, the name and 
address of the person to whom the drawback is to be paid 
must be entered in this space. 


13. Persons who may sign Shipping Bills.—The law places 
on the exporter the burden of proof that goods on which 
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drawback is claimed have been duly exported, shipped as 
stores, or removed into a Registered Shipbuilding Yard, as 
the case may be. All Shipping Bills must be signed by the 
person giving bond, or by his clerk or agent duly authorised 
by him in writing for the purpose. Forms of authority are 
provided for use in the latter cases—see paragraph 14. 
Where the bond is given by a private company or firm the 
Shipping Bill or the Certificate of Authority should be 
signed by one of the partners; where the bond is given by 
a limited company a director or the secretary should sign. 


14. Forms of Authority.—Where the goods are covered by 
a general bond, authority for a clerk or agent to act under 
the bond should be given on Form C. and E. No. 2. Where 
the general bond has been given by a packer or other agent 
of the exporter or shipper, it will also be necessary for 
such packer or agent to lodge a certificate by the exporter 
or shipper on Form C. and E. No. 54 authorising him to act 
as agent in claiming drawback. In all other cases the certi- 
ficate of Authority for a clerk or agent of the person giving 
bond to sign the Shipping Bill should be given on Form 
C. and E. No. 61. 

These forms of certificate may be obtained on application 
at the local Customs and Excise office. 


Facilities for Examination and Evidence of Duty Payment 


15. Facilities for examination of goods.—Facilities, in- 
cluding scales, weights and measures (where necessary), 
must be provided for examination of the goods by the Officer 
at the place of packing, and the trader must furnish any 
assistance required. 


16. Evidence of duty payment. 

(A) Identifiable goods.—The exporter must be prepared to 
produce evidence of the amount paid as duty and to estab- 
lish that the article exported is the actual article on which 
duty was paid. The evidence should take the form of 
accounts, books and documents relating to the receipt and 
delivery of the goods, supported by officially certified copies 
of import invoices, which may be obtained at the time of 
payment of duty. If the exporter is not the importer, he 
may produce, instead of the officially certified invoice, a 
written statement from the importer. When all the goods 
on an officially certified invoice or statement are not ex- 
ported in one consignment an extract of the invoice or 
statement containing the particulars relevant to the goods 
exported, together with the port of importation and number 
and date of Entry or (if a statement) name and address of 
the supplier and date of the statement, may be furnished. 
The claimant must note on the officially certified invoice or 
statement the fact that drawback has been claimed on 
certain items or the whole as the case may be. 

The statement referred to in this paragraph must be on 
Form No. 134 (Sale) and the importer issuing the statement 
must at the time of its issue note on the officially certified 
invoice the date of the statement and the particulars of the 
goods which it covers. 

The officially certified invoice, statement, or extract, must 
be annexed to the duplicate shipping bill, and sent to the 
Officer (see paragraph 10). 

(B) Unidentifiable goods.—In order to establish title to 
drawback on exportation of ‘ unidentifiable ’’ goods (see 
paragraph 6) the exporter must keep stock accounts to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners and observe certain other 
conditions. The local Officer of Customs and Excise should 
be consulted as to the procedure to be followed. 


Dispatch or Goops spy Exporter FoR SHIPMENT 


17. Dispatch of goods—green ‘‘ Drawback’’ label to be 
affixed.—The exporter, if required by the Officer examining 
the goods, must secure each package with tape or wire in 
such a manner that after being sealed by the Officer the 
package cannot be opened without breaking the tape, wire 
or seal. 

Non-drawback goods may, if desired, be included in the 
same case or package with goods which are being exported 
on drawback. If practicable, the drawback goods should be 
packed together near the top of the case or package. Pro- 
vided the description of the non-drawback goods in accord- 
ance with the current official Import and Export List and 
their value is entered by the exporter at the foot of the 
specification on the Shipping Bill, the usual Specification will 
not be required and must not be lodged. If, however, the 
non-drawback goods are not enumerated on the Shipping 
Bill a Specification will be required and the fact of its 
lodgment is to be noted on the Shipping Bill by the 
exporter. 
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The exporter must affix to each package to be dispatched, 
in a conspicuous position as close as possible to the ship. 
ping marks, a green ‘‘ Exported on Drawback’’ Label 
(C. & E. No. 81), supplies of which will be furnished by the 
Officer. No objection will be taken to the labels being 
mounted on cards for affixing to the packages, nor to the 
use of stencilled words ‘‘ Exported on Drawback ’’ in green 
ink provided that the stencilled wording is conspicuous and 
in proximity to the shipping marks. Failure to affix the 
label or to stencil the packages may result in loss of 
drawback. 

As soon as a packing is finished, but not before the time 
stated in the Notice to Pack, the exporter is at liberty 
immediately to dispatch the packages to the port of ship. 
ment, whether the Officer has attended or not. 

In every case the shipping advice should indicate clearly 
that the packages contain drawback goods, and should be 
conspicuously marked :—‘‘ Produce to H.M. Customs.” 


18. Dispatch of the original Shipping Bill.—The original 
Shipping Bill (Form No. 132 (Sale) ) must be dispatched 
to the Collector, or, if more convenient, direct to the Ex- 
port Officer, at the port of shipment in such a manner as 
to ensure that it will reach the Export Officer before the 
goods are shipped. In the case of goods to be shipped in 
the port of London the form should be sent direct to the 
Officer at the place of shipment (and not to the Collector) 
addressed :— 

‘The Export Officer, 
Customs and Excise, 
sebosiupsbdenkgeseekh Dock (or Wharf), 
London.

Where, however, the goods are of a class or description 
subject to prohibition or restriction outwards, the original 
Shipping Bill must in all cases be sent to the Collector. 


19. Exportation by train-ferry services.—The general 
procedure must be followed except that the original Ship- 
ping Bills are to be clearly marked to indicate that the 
goods are intended to be produced to the Officer of Customs 
and Excise at Bishopsgate Goods Station, London, for the 
London-Harwich-Zeebrugge train-ferry or at Bricklayers’ 
Arms Goods Station for the London-Dover-Dunkerque train- 
ferry service and the documents are to be sent to the 
Collector, Long Room, Custom House, London, E.C.3. 


20. Procedure on exportation by post.—Drawback is pay- 
able in respect of goods dispatched by the Parcel Post, 
“Green Label’’ Letter Post, Insured Box Post, and Small 
Packets Post, but as regards the Letter and Small Packets 
Post the facilities are restricted to packages bearing in 
addition to the label C. & E. No. 81, a green Post Office 
Label (C.1.) which indicates the nature, weight and value 
of the goods. 

Where goods are to be exported on drawback by post the 
appropriate form (No. 183 (Sale) ) must be used and the 
procedure described in the foregoing paragraphs must be 
followed where applicable. The exporter is at liberty to 
post the packages as soon as the packing is finished, but not 
earlier than the time stated in the Notice to Pack, whether 
the Officer has attended the packing or not. The exporter 
is to affix the green ‘‘ Exported on Drawback’’ Label 
(C. & E. No. 81) to each package and present the packages 
at the Post Office with the original Form No. 133 (Sale), 
that part of the form described as the ‘‘ Certificate of Post- 
ing ’’ being filled up ready for signature. When the “Cer- 
tificate of Posting ’’ has been completed by the signature of 
the postal official the exporter is to send the original Form 
No. 133 (Sale) direct to the Officer of Customs and Excise. 

When drawback is claimed on goods which are entitled 
to drawback under the Second Schedule to the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, and also to drawback under any other 
provision, one certificate of posting will be sufficient to 
cover the whole parcel. The same applies to goods en- 
titled to different drawbacks packed in an omnibus pack- 
age. Where more than one Shipping Bill is used they 
should be suitably noted by cross reference, 


PAYMENT OF DRAWBACK—VERIFICATION oF CLAIMS 


21. Payment of drawback will be made by the Collector 
of Customs and Excise in whose area the payee’s premises 
are situated. Exporters are advised that any failure to 
comply with the directions in this Notice may result in loss 
of the drawback or in delay in payment. No debenture 
for drawback is payable after the expiration of two year's 
from the date of the shipment of the goods. 


22. Verification of claims to drawback.—Exporters will 
be required to give due assistance to Officers in inspecting 
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their records and accounts so as to establish the accuracy of 
the claim. The records and accounts should be kept in 
ach a form as will enable the history of the goods to be 
traced and in such a manner as will enable verification 
radily to be made of the partieulars on which the draw- 
jack claim is based. 

The conditions which must be observed and the accounts 
shich must be kept to establish a title to drawback on ‘‘ Un- 
\lentifiable ’? goods are referred to in paragraph 16 (B). 

All documents and accounts relating to goods in respect 
of which drawback is claimed must be available for inspec- 
tion for at least one year after the date of the exportation 
of the goods, and arrangements should be made to retain 
jcuments relating to goods which may be exported on 
irawback for a sufficient time to enable this requirement 
to be met. 

MISCELLANEOUS 


93. Goods removed to a Registered Shipbuilding Yard.— 
Drawback is payable in respect of goods entitled to draw- 
ack by Treasury Order (see paragraphs 1 and 2) brought into 
, Registered Shipbuilding Yard for use in the building, 
pairing or refitting of ships in that yard. The claimant 
nust in all cases satisfy himself, before making a claim to 
irawback, that the premises to which the goods will be 
removed are registered as a shipbuilding yard, and that the 
eupier of the registered shipbulding yard intends to use 
the goods in the building, repairing or refitting of ships in 
that yard. 

Bond must be given. 

The Shipping Bill, Form No. 132 (Sale) suitably adapted, 
should be furnished in triplicate. Care must be taken to 
ensure that the shipping bills are lodged with the appro- 
priate Officers of Customs and Excise (see below) before the 
arival of the goods at the registered shipbuilding yard. If 
the goods are to be examined at the claimant’s premises 
utice of packing must be given as directed in paragraph 
), On their dispatch the directions in paragraphs 17 and 
8 are to be observed, but the original and triplicate forms 
are to be forwarded to the Officer of Customs and Excise 
vho visits the shipbuilding yard, whose address may be 
obtained from the local Officer.

26. Isle of Man.—No duty is charged in the Isle of Man 
in respect of goods charged with duty under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, or the Ottawa Agreements Act, 1932, sent 
from Great Britain or Northern Ireland, provided draw- 
back has not been claimed. If drawback is claimed in 
respect of goods removed to the Island payment cannot be 
made until a certificate is produced from the proper Officer 
of Customs and Excise in the Island showing that the goods 
have been Janded and produced to him there.

EXEMPTION FROM AND REDUCTION IN 
CUSTOMS DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Rio de Janeiro has forwarded 
particulars of a Decree-Law, No. 300, dated 24 February, 
published in Brazilian ‘‘ Diario Oficial’? of 5 March and 
effective from date of publication, which regulates the cop. 
cession of exemption from, and reduction in, Customs 
duties throughout Brazil. 

This law is very similar to Decree No. 24,023, dated 
21 March 1934, which it supersedes, except that in some 
cases exemption has been granted to goods hitherto not 
subject to duty exemption or reduction, while in other 
cases the rate of duty has been modified, 


Among the more important modifications are: (1) exemp. 
tions applicable to common specially watermarked paper 
imported by the local press have been extended to cover 
printing paper bearing a (stripe) waterline every 5 cms,; 
(2) printing machinery for the Brazilian press, which 
formerly paid 50 per cent. of the duties chargeable, is now 
free of duty; (3) machinery, materials, etc., for the sugar 
and rubber industries now pay 15 per cent. of the import 
duties instead of 10 per cent. ; (4) rolling and traction stock 
and materials imported by the Federal, State, municipal 
authorities or concessionaire concerns, in connection with 
public transport services, now pay 25 per cent, of the im- 
port duties instead of 20 per cent.; (5) machinery, utensils, 
vehicles, packing materials, tinplates, etc., imported by 
associations of cattle breeders, farmers, etc., for the inten- 
sification of the industry of animal products, now pay 50 
per cent. of the duties instead of 70 per cent.; (6) prepara- 
tions of sulphur, copper sulphate and white or yellow 
phosphorus and other insecticide products are now dutiable 
at the rate of 200 reis per kilogramme; and (7) sisal twine 
intended exclusively for reapers and binders is now dutiable 
at the rate of 400 reis per kilogramme instead of 320 reis.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
IMPORT LICENCES (POSTAGE STAMPS) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that a Decree No. 31056/38, dated 23 March 1938, 
requires that import licences must be obtained for the 
importation into Czechoslovakia of small consignments of 
postage stamps not exceeding 1 kilog. net weight, and which 
hitherto were exempt from such licences. United Kingdom 
dealers who may be interested should therefore assure them- 
selves that the licence has been obtained by the importer 
before sending small consignments to Czechoslovakia. 


ESTONIA 
IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn has forwarded particulars of a 
Regulation (No. 215), issued by the Estonian Minister of 
Agriculture on 14 March 1938, regarding the protection 
of cattle against foot and mouth disease, whereby the import 
and transit of live animals, animal products in a raw state, 
fodder products such as oil cakes, feed grain, grain and 
straw products, and seed from countries specified by the 
Ministry of Agriculture as being infected with foot-and- 
mouth disease was prohibited as from 18 March 1938. 

The import and transit of live animals, animal products 
in a raw state and fodder products from other countries is 
allowed only with a permit from the Veterinary Department.

BACON 
The French ‘ Journal Officiel’? of 16 April announces 
that as from that date the amounts of the bounties paid in 
respect of lard and salted bacon exported from France have 
been reduced from 2} to 2 frs. per kilog, and from 2 to 
1} frs. per kilog., respectively. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON MUSSELS

IMPORT OF SOLID MINERAL FUELS 
The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’? of 24 April announces 


that as from 1 May and until further notice, the import 
quotas (except the ‘‘supplementary ’’ and ‘‘ complemen- 
tary ’’ quotas) in respect of foreign solid mineral fuels, 
other than those from the Saar Basin, are to be calculated 
on the basis of 80 per cent. of the imports during 1936. 

For the grant of permits to import United Kingdom 
coal, the proportion is to be 72-5 per cent.; the difference 
between this figure and 80 per cent. will be reserved for 
the execution of the agreement for the exchange of pit 
props against United Kingdom coal. 

The supplementary quota granted to maritime Chambers 
of Commerce is reduced by 4 per cent. from the same date 
and until further notice. 

The monthly ‘‘ complementary quotas ”’ instituted in Feb- 
ruary 1937 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 11 March 
1937, page 380) to be divided by each of the centralising 
Chambers of Commerce are fixed, as from 1 May and until

The right to import under the various quotas granted 
prior to the month of April 1938 lapses on 24 April. Import 
permits under the various quotas in respect of the month 
of April for which application was not made by 24 April 
will be granted on the new basis. , 

Import permits will henceforth be granted with a period 
of validity of 60 days. This provision does not apply to 
small coals, to coke imported for coke plants, or to coke 
imported free from licence tax; for these fuels, the period 
of validity of permits remains at 45 days. 

The validity of a licence may only be extended excep- 
tionally, where the corresponding delay in importation 
results from unforeseen circumstances, “duly established, 
such as: accidents to ships, mishaps at sea, freezing of 
canals, delays in loading due to accidental and unforesce- 
able occurrences. 

The application for prolongation must be accompanied 
by the proofs necessary to establish the genuineness of the 
alleged causes. 

The validity of a licence may be prolonged once only and 
for a supplementary period of not more than 30 days.

ROUMANIA 
CONSUMPTION AND TURNOVER TAXES 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Circular was issued on 30 March, based upon a Decree Law 
No. 1379 of the same date, published in the ‘‘ Monitorul 
Oficial ’’ of 1 April, under the terms of which the following 
consumption taxes are brought into force as from 1 April 
1938 : 

(a) Petroleum pitch, bitumen (asphalt) natural or 
obtained from petroleum residues, 0-50 lei per 
kilog. 

(b) Coke made from petroleum, 0-20 lei per kilog. 

(c) Petroleum wax, ozocherite and cerezine (a kind of 
wax), 15:00 lei per kilog. 


These taxes are to be collected upon the importation of 
the above products in addition to all the other import duties 
and taxes in force. 


IMPORT LICENCES 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that in accord- 
ance with a Customs Circular, No. 4741, issued on 2 April 
1938, compensation import permits marked K no longer 
require the transfer visa of the Roumanian National Bank, 
and that import permits are not now necessary for articles 
up to any value when imported for the personal use of the 
importer. 
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Further, the direct clearing through the Customs without 
a special permit and without an order from the Foreign

The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
has forwarded a copy of Law No. 3,339 of 25 March which 
exempts from Customs duty, from 28 March 1938 until 
31 May 1941, all machinery, equipment, furniture, fittings 
and instruments which are required for vessels purchased 
abroad by Turkish official bodies or private concerns having 
Turkish capital or for vessels built or rebuilt in Turkey 
by the said organisations. The same exemption applies to 
machinery, instruments, etc., required to replace those 
already installed in existing ships, except in cases where 
adequate machinery or spare parts are obtainable in 
Turkey. 

The approval of the Ministry of Economy is required in 
all cases.

Imperial Economic Committee: World Consumption of Wool, 
1937. Printed and published for The Imperial Eccaomic Com- 
mittee by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, price 2s.

A period of very varied fortunes is portrayed in the Imperial 
Economic Committee’s annual review ‘‘ World Consumption 
of Wool, 1937 ”’ (Supplement to ‘‘ Wool Intelligence Notes ”’). 
Sharp contrasts in general conditions, activity and prices in 
the wool-using industries of the world during the year 1937 
are clearly outlined and the underlying international causes 
are suggested. oa : 4 

Following satisfactory market conditions and high price 
levels during the greater part of 1937, prices fell sharply 
at the opening of the 1937-38 selling season at the beginning 
of September, and by the end of the year had declined by 
some 25 to 30 per cent. The slight recovery in December was 
not maintained, and further weakness occurred in January. 

Estimated available supplies of clean scoured wool in the 
ten principal consuming countries, whose consumption repre- 
sents from 80 to 85 per cent, of world supplies, amounted 
to some 1,800 million Ibs. in 1937, excluding stock movements, 
about 86 million Ibs. more than in 1936. Imports into the 
United States and Japan reached record high levels in 1937, 
more than compensating for the sharp fall in imports into 
the United Kingdom, which were the lowest since 1934. 
Little change occurred in the quantities of wool retained by 
Germany, France, Belgium and the Soviet Union, but those 
of Italy were about double the low 1936 imports. 

World trade in wool manufactures showed some expansion 
in 1937, but world exports of tops and yarns declined slightly. 
The United Kingdom accounted for about half of the total 
exports of wool tissues from European countries, with Italy 
and Germany providing the bulk of the remainder. Japanese 
exports were slightly lower than in the previous year, revers- 
ing the upward trend in evidence since 1931. 

France again took first place as a world exporter of tops, 
providing 43 per cent. of world exports, as compared with 
34 per cent. supplied by the United Kingdom. Though 
exports of yarn continued to decline, the United Kingdom’s 
exports comprised about 28 per cent. of the world total as 
compared with Belgium’s share of 16 per cent., while France 
and Germany contributed 13 per cent. each, and Czechoslo- 
vakia 12 per cent.

IMPORTATION OF GOODS FROM ABROAD 
AFTER 21 APRIL 


The Commercial Counsellor at Vienna has forwarded 
the following translation of an announcement made by 
the Devisen Office, Vienna, on the above subject :— 


I 

Whoever wishes, after 21 April 1938, to import goods 
from abroad into the Province Austria—with the exception 
of the Austrian Customs excluded areas—must obtain a 
Devisen certificate from the Devisen Office, Vienna. For 
practical purposes, the certificate should be obtained before 
the conclusion of the contract and the import of the goods. 
The importer who concludes a contract or imports goods 
before receiving a Devisen certificate cannot count on re- 
ceiving means of payment for the liability he has incurred. 

The special permits (Sonderermachtigungen) which were 
distributed by the Austrian National Bank to export and 
transit firms are valid till 15 May 1938. Those possessing 
these permits are advised to communicate in writing with 
the Devisen Office, Vienna, with regard to a possible pro- 
longation of these permits. 


An offer, or an advance or pro forma invoice, from the 
exporter is to be attached to the demand for a Devisen cer- 
tificate. These forms must contain information regarding 
the exporter, goods, amount, price, subsidiary charges and 
payment conditions. A supplementary sheet, filled out in 
the same manner, is to be attached to the demand. The 
demand, in duplicate, and the supplementary sheet are to 
be filled in by the importer and handed in to the Devisen 
Office, Vienna. 

The necessary printed forms are to be obtained from the 
competent chambers of commerce. 

In the case of goods the import of which is prohibited, 
an import permit must also be attached. 


II 


Whoever imports or has imported goods from abroad 
during the period between 18 March and 21 April, or who- 
ever concludes or has concluded contracts regarding such 
imports must, as hitherto, demand the necessary means of 
payment at the Devisen Office, Vienna. These petitions 
will be considered and decided upon individually.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, 8.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, ete., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin ; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, ete. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 
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METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites application, 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of Unite 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention t 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitat 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Con. 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercia| 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first jp. 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can.therefore often be avoided. Should the informa. 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor. 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guaran- 
tees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, 
or company carrying cn business in the United Kingdon, 
and the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, 
i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second niay be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on pay- 
ment of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of con- 
tract is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has 
shown that in such cases negotiations are greatly facili- 
tated by the Department’s guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

Denmark can look back on a period of five years 
of steady progress towards greater prosperity. 
Throughout this period her foreign trade was 
controlled by the Authorities in accordance with 
a preconceived plan. 


The effect of the control on the trade of the United 
Kingdom has been that our exports to Denmark, 
which six years ago amounted to £9 million a year, 
now approximate {17 million, while our imports 
have dropped from £47 million to £35 million. 
The year 1937 witnessed a further expansion in 
foreign trade, notably in imports on a rising market 
in the first two quarters; the third quarter was 
already beginning to show signs of a falling demand. 
This tendency has been accentuated in the last 
month or two, but well-informed opinion does not 
appear to regard this setback as likely to be 
permanent. 

The report deals with other questions of finance, 
trade, local industry, agriculture, fisheries, trans- 
port and social problems in considerable detail.
